THE CANDIDATES 
GIVEN HEARING 


Public Meeting Addressed by Mayor- 


alty and Aldermanic Aspirants— 
McDougall’s Fine Reception 


The mayoralty and aldermanic can- 
didates presented themselves and 
their platforms at the public meeting 
held in the Separate School Theatre 
last night. The hall was well filled. 
The audience was attentive and fair. 
Both mayoralty candidates were well 
received, anexceptionally enthusiastic 
outburst of applause greeting Mr. Me- 
Dougall when he stepped to the front 
of the platform to address the meet- 
ing. The candidates who took seats 
on the platform were: John A. Me- 
Dougall and Ald. J. HH. Picard, 
mayoralty candidates; Messrs, Clegg, 
Edwards, Johnson, MelInnis, Lee, 
Manson, Bellamy, Gilbraith, Lane, 
Weeks, Calhoun and Armstrong, al- 
deramnic candidates, and Alexander 
Butchart, Public School Candidate. 

Mayor Griesbach was appointed 
chairman. The candidates retired to 
tin ante-room and there drew lots for 
the order in which they should ad- 
dress the meeting. It was decided to 
allow the mayoralty candidat?s fifteen 
minutes and the other candidates five 
minutes each, 

John A. McDougall. 

John A. McDougall was the first 
speaker. He said he and Ald. Picard 
had drawn lots, and the peat e 

e 
considered this as a happy omen of 
coming events He pleaded fatigue 
from the strenuousness of the last 
three weeks of campaigning. 

It was not his intention to discuss 
what had been. He had not so far 
said or done anything of a dishonor- 
able nature, and he did not purpose 
saying anything which he would re- 
‘rret subsequently. 

One of the first effects of his term 
of office, if he were elected, would be 
to go thoroughly into the financial sit- 
uation of the city. Next year would 
be an important one in the city’s his- 
tory. There would be need of a tight 
grip on the reins. He said his first 
duty would be to see that a_perman- 
ent auditor was appointed. He point- 
ed out that at present the ratepayers 
were not in a position to intelligently 
discuss the question of the civic fin- 
ances, for the reason that there was 
not an auditor’s statement ready. 

He declared he would put forward 
a scheme for the complete reorganiz- 
ation of each of the ~.ablic utilities of 
the city, ascertain the standing 
the various utilities, and to demon- 
strate the fact that municipally owned 
enterprises could b? operated to the 
advantage of the city. ; 

Next year the mayor and council 
would be ealled upon to immediately 
dispose of $850,000 worth of bonds, 
and considerable other moneys would 
have to be raised. The market for 
these was London, and he felt he 
could negotiate debenture sales to ad- 
vantage. He said it would be the 
council’s business to carry out the 
work contracted for and commence 
some new work. The supervision of 
this work would require some careful 
management. He said he had the 
same plea to make for the suffrage of 
the electors in the east end as in the 
west end. His plea was his business 
qualifications. He promised the busi- 
ness of the city his most careful at- 
tention, the same attention and judge- 
ment as he had given his own busi- 
ness. ; 
He said he would play no favorites 

—every section of the city would re- 

ceive the same attention from him. 

Ald. J. H. Picard. 

Ald. Picard said the candidates had 
been called to make a speech almost 
every night for the past two weeks. 
He was not, he said, a public speaker, 
but would try, in the short time at 
his disposal ,to refer to a few of the 
public questions. ; 

He did not come before the publie 
unknown to civic life for he had been 
in the city council since 1892, Since 
that time he had acted in the capacity 
of trustee of the eity under different 
mayors, John McDougall, Mr. Edmon- 
ton, Mr. McKenzie, Wm. Short, K, W. 
McKenzie, Charles May and the pre- 
sent occupant, Mayor Griesbach. 

Mr. McDougall, his opponent, had 
said the great question was the financ- 
ing of the city and he and his follow- 
ers were giving out the erroneous im- 
pression that the city is in a bad 
financial shape. They pointed to the 
big expenditures but they forgot to 
say that $1,400,000 worth of deben- 
tures had been sold. Part of this was 
to cover work of 1906 which the coun- 
cil of that year had lavishly voted, 
when money was plenty and the banks 
were free to loam money. It was 
therefore unfair to blame the coun- 

“nil of this year for big expenditures, 

He had opposed some of these expen- 

djtures but he was outvoted. Were he 

mayor it might be different for then 
he might g¢ontrol the council. 

He referred to an article in the Bul- 
Jetin avith reference to the assistance 
given by McDougall & Secord by the 
repayment of $10,000 taxes and claim 
ed that they were not entitled to more 
credit than A, W. Ormsley, city elec- 
trician, who had also advanced $5,000 
fr the same way, The rate paid to 
the bank was never greater than 6 
per cent, not 8 per cent,, as stated 

Ald. Picard said he had opposed 
the high assessment and if any one 

doubted this they had only to genous 
the records of the city hall fo find 
his statement correct, There was not 
any great harm in the high assess- 
ment for then the rate of taxation was 
low.

There, Revisit the Battlefield and Compare Notes.

Howard Angus Kennedy, who went 
through the Riel rebellion of 1885, as 
war correspondent of the Montreal 
Witness, and this year travellel over 
the Canadian West as special corre- 
spondent of The London Times, has 
brought out a book, “New Canada and 
the New Canadians,” (Musson, Toron- 
to), in which he writes interestingly 
of the West, contrasting the country 
as he found it in the year of the re 
bellion with its present development.

Middleton at Batche, the officers were 
unnecessarily nervous about letting 
untried volunteers take the aggres- 
sive.

Describing the affair at Cut Knifk 
Creek, the author says that the vol 
unteers, whatever they felt, seemed in 
action to be as cool as veterans; cool 
of nerve, that is, for the sun. beat 
down upon them with all its western 
might.

Lloyd fired 
his last cartridge and knocked over 
the half-breed, whose body carried 
down with it half a dozen Indians 
who were serambling up behind him, 
A moment after, a bullet pierced 
Lloyd's side, took off a piece of verte- 
bra, and stretched him paralyzed on 
the turf. Ateheson, all his ammuni- 
tion gone, sprang to Lloyd's defence, 
and stood over him with clubbed rifle; 
but neither of them would have lived 
another minute if a handful oj their 
comrades had not come up in the nick 
of time and driven off their assail- 
ants, 

It is that same Lloyd, now Arch- 
deacon of Saskatchewan, who is 
well known and gratefully remember- 
ed in England for his indefatigable 
efforts to supply the spiritual needs 
of the new settlers, and whose name 
is immortalized by the town of Lloyd- 
minster,

My new friend and old enemy insist. 
ed ‘that he and his comrades did not 
take shelter in the bushes lining the 
trough of the little valley; their only 
cover was the curve of the hill; nor 
had they, as we believed, prepared 
for our reception by digging rifle-pits 
in the coulees, half-breed fashion, 
After the fight, he admitted, the wo- 
men dug holes there, in ease of an- 
other attack. 

Pointing to the hill crest on the 
far side of the coulee, I said I remem: 
bered having seen Indians firing at 
us from that exposed position. 

“Yes,” said Piacutch, after thinking 
f little, “that's true; they were trying 
to hit the police who were going for 
our camp, When a man came from 
the tents telling Poundmaker that the 
camp was in danger, Poundmaker 
brought most of us up the coulee to 
save it,” That, in fact, wag the criti- 
cal moment of the whole affair, as the 
Indians evidently recognized. And 
Piacutch, for all his certainty that we 
were bound to be defeated, confirmed 
what was the strong belief of the force 
at the time, that if we had pressed on, 
instead of halting cooped up on the 
hill, not only should we have got out 
of a most unpleasant position our. 
selves, but we could have captured 
the enemy's camp and compelled the 
Indians, if they wanted to defend it, 
to come up into the open. 

What Might Have Been. 

“Ti the police had. stayed on their 
horses,” Piacutch confessed, “ they 
could have got through to the camp, 
for the Indians could only have fired 
one shot as they passed.”’ But the 
chance was thrown away, and there 
was nothing for us left but to retreat 
a8 soon as the enemy could be turned 
out of the valley in our rear, 

When asked how the Indians knew 
we were coming that morning, Pia- 
eutch said: “There was an old Indian 
named Jacob-with-long hair who al 
ways got up beiore everybody else. 
He went out over the hill, and his 
horse put up its ears, and then he lis- 
tened and heard waggons coming; so 
he galloped back and told us, and we 
strung out as quick as we could, ons 
by one.” 

“And when we went away,” 
ed, “Were you one of the 
followed us?”’
